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Spring Brook, in the county of Dunn, and to
erect and maintain mills, machinery, and neces-
sary appendages to enable him or them to use
the water of said creek for milling and manu-
facturing purposes.

SEcTioN 2. Nothing in this act shall be so
construed as to authorize said James E. Rork
or his successors to flow the lands of any
individual or corporation to the injury of
the owner thereof, without full and just compen-
siation therefor, in accordance with the law gov-
erning in such cases; but the said James
I:. Rork or his successors shall pay in  full
all damages aceruing  from such  flowage,
when they shall be determined either by agree-
ment of the parties or by due process of law.

SECTION 3. The right to repeal or amend
this act, is hereby reserved.

SEcmoN 4. This act shall take effect and be
in foree, from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
